A large map showing the village 
of Antioch and an area about a mile 
on each side of the community was 
put on view before the first meeting 
of the village planning commission 
Tuesday at the village hall. 

Shown by representatives of the 
planning consultants firm of Evert 
Kincaid and Associates, Chicago, the 
map showed results of a study made 
by the firm over the past several 
months. 

Outlined on the map were — lot 
by lot— single family dwellings, two 
family dwellings, multiple, family 
dwellings, business (stores, banks, 
etc.) public, quasi-public and manu- 
facturing areas. 

Commission members then went- 
over the map with Kenneth Fritz 
and Donald Shafer of the consult- 
ants firm to bring it up to date. 

Some dwellings, for instance, that 
the company had thought were* sin- 
gle dwellings actually were double 
or multiple dwellings. Other places 
where small businesses are con- 
ducted appeared to the firm to be 
homes. 

A village zoning ordinance to be 
drawn up at a later date will be 
based to a large extent on the rec- 
ommendations of this firm of con- 
sultants. 

Public and quasi-public areas as 
defined by the Kincaid company are 
such things as schools, village hall, 
fire station, library, Little League 
diamond, Aqua center, park and the 
like. 

The company urged the planning 
commission appointed only recently 



by Mayor Murrill Cunningham to 
push distribution of a shopping cen- 
ter survey sheet. 

Shafer told the planners that only 
about 10 per cent of the 300 sheets 
distributed earlier had been re- 
turned. He said a minimum of 20 
per cent ought to show up to give his 
firm an indication of area buying 
habits. 

The survey sheet asks such ques- 
tions as 'where the person or family 
lives (in. or outside Antioch), wheth- 
er groceries, staples and the like 
are purchased in' or outside Anti- 
och, aifd similar questions. 

One of the last questions on the 
sheet is what kind of retail places 
the person would like added to the 
present list of such establishments. 

The planning commission expects 
to meet often for some months.

Cost of the disposal plant expan- 
sion has been estimated at $185,000. 
The state has warned the village 
that this alone must be done before 
any more sewer connections can be 
approved by the state. 

Financing the Oakwood Knolls 
project would be through the spe- 
cialy assessment bond issue with 
people living in the subdivision pay- 
ing the costs. 

A lift station will be necessary 
in a low part of the village to pump 
sewage toward the disposal plant.

sewerage system has been made, a 
probable cost has been estimated 
and disposal plant sites should bt* 
discussed. 

The trustees voted to purchase a 
1901 model 4-door Fairlane sedan 
for $1,622.50 as offered by Courtesy 
Motors to be used as a police squad 
car. 

They were told that while there 
was some ditching and cold patching 
to be done, most of the work on 
Lindenhurst village streets had been 
completed under a program started 
this past summer. 

Arterial and non-arterial street 
improvements were done by the 
Liberty Asphalt company. 

About $2,200 was collected for the 
village weed cutting fund this year, 
but the trustees felt that more prop- 
erty owners having vacant land 
should pay their share. 

The board voted to send out let- 
ters once again to non-payers of 
the weed cutting fees. 

A request by Mrs. John Quinn to 
build a carport was taken under ad- 
visement. /The proposed structure 
would be closer than zoning rules 
allow to nearby property lines.

'Friendly Suit' Over Courthouse 

The Lake County courthouse controversy which has been dormant for 
several weeks swings back onto center stage Monday when Judge William 
R. Dusher, of Rockford, holds a hearing on a declaratory judgment action 
• brought in Circuit Court by State's Attorney Bruno W. 
Stanczak, , M 

The suit is a "friendly" action asking that the resolution 
| of the county board of supervisors which transferred title 
of the courthouse and Courthouse Square to the Lake 
County Building Commission be nullified. 

This is a necessary legal step to establish the legality 
of the transfer and it is expected that Judge Dusher will 
deny the petition thereby declaring the transfer legal. 

With this legal sanction in his pocket Waukegan Super- 
. visor August Cepon can proceed with his plans to get a new 
courthouse constructed on the present site. 

Of course, Cepon's path won't be an easy one since he 

will have to contend with individuals and groups who still 

object to building the courthouse in downtown Waukegan. 

Durkin Sentimental arguments against construction of a new 

courthouse on the present site include those of the Daughters of the GAR 

who don't want to see the Soldiers and Sailors monument moved. 

Other groups object to any plan which will eliminate the majestic, 
towering trees on Courthouse Square, while others feel that the present 
building is an architectural gem which should be retained. 

This latter group may have trouble drumming up support. 
Parking, which was the big argument agamst the present location 
originally is apt to be overlooked in favor of more emotional stands when 
the program gets closer to fruition. 

Most politically-minded people are keeping their sights on the Nov. 
8 election, but there are a few who are looking ahead to elections slated 
for next spring. 

The primary interest is on the justice of the peace elections which 
will be restricted to five J.P. districts under the new judicial act. 

Republican precinct committeemen are getting involved in the ma- 
neuvering connected with this election and Central Committee Chairman 
Robert J. Milton has expressed some concern that the justice of the peace 
battle may grow into unhappy proportions thus distracting the com- 
mitteemen from the business at hand, namely the election of a full 
Republican slate. t 

It is beginning to sound as though the Democratic candidate for 
County Coroner has picked up the same arguments used against Coroner 
Robert H. (Mickey) Babcox in the primary. 

Moon Mullins, the incumbent coroner's adversary in the primary 
shed tears for the bereaved because Babcox allegedly delayed inquests 
and much the same argument is being used today. 

The charge, which can easily be countered, didn't hurt Babcox much 

last spring and it is unlikely to make any impression on the voters on 

Nov. 8.

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Special Rules 
For Small Car 
Drivers Listed 

Drivers of small automobiles must 
observe a special set of driving 
rules, cautioned Matthew C. Sielski, 
•director of the Chicago Motor club's 
safety and traffic engineering de- 
partment. 

Sielski pointed out that little cars 
can mingle in traffic with bigger 
automobiles in relative safety if 
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their drivers have due regard for 
the size, weight and speed limita- 
tions of their autos, and obey all 
the rules of the road, 

. He offered the following safety 
suggestions to small car drivers: 

Don't follow a big car or truck too 
closofcy or pass on the right; the low 
silhouettes of small cars make them 
more difficult for the drivers of 
large cars to see. 

For the same reason, be careful 
when pulling away from the curb 
into traffic. 

Never pass another car unless you 
are sure you have the pickup to 
make it safely. Many smaller cars 
have little reserve power left above 
SO miles per hour. 

Make allowances for the more 
limited visibility of many small 
cars. 

Make certain your car is readily 
visible at night. 

Avoid sudden or continual lane 
changes. Do not cut into the safe 
car length distance between two 
automobiles. 

Sielski stressed that the small 
automobiles have one thing in com- 
mon with the bigger cars. "In the 
long run, it's the driver's skill that 
keeps them out of accidents," he 
said.

The crisp, -colorful days of fall 
are turning the thoughts of deer 
hunters to the hunting trails of 
northern Wisconsin and northern 
Michigan, but the smart ones are 
taking steps now to get ready for 
the opening of the season, accord- 
ing to Sgt. Jim Wade. 

"The smart hunter, is the one 
who has his equipment in shape 
before he starts his hunting trip," 
Wade said, "and nothing is so im- 
portant to the hunter as the cor- 
rect alignment of his gun sights." 

"That's why the shooting range 
In Waukegan is getting a heavy 
workout these days as the hunters 
unlimber their rifles and zero them 
in on the range in Waukegan," 
Wade explained. 

The Waukegan range on Green^ 
Wood avenue at the lakefront was 
built in 1959 for the Pan-American 
games held in Chicago in the sum- 
mer of 1959. 

"There are 40 shooting points 
with targets sot at 50 meters, 100 
meters, 200 yards and 300 meters' 
to help hunters align their sights," 
according to the retired Army ser- 
geant and former Army shooting 
instructor. 

The range is operated by the 
Waukegan International Shooting 
association which has leased the 
facilities from the City of Wauke- 
gan.
